"ENLIST AND GO TO COLLEGE" 



The I'niled States Government is' 
recognizing the importance of keep- 
ing Bp the student life of our, 
country, because of the need? for 
special training during this war 
and immediately following the war. 
Our country desires to profit by the 
sad experience of our Allies. 

When the war in Europe began, 
the rail went out from our allied 
countries for their patriotic young 
men to enlist. Nearly all of the 
able-bodied young men of the uni- 
versities and colleges hastened to 
enlist and as a result, some of the 
ni"»t promising student- of England 



ment. under the authority of the 
Secretary of War. to encourage 
young men who are prepared to 
'•titer or continue at the standard 
college* of (he country, to pursue 
their college studies*. a nd at the 
MM time, to be given military 
training that will tit them for the 
service of their flag in the most 
e flic teal way. 

Herea College will cooperate in 
••v ry poosible way, with the War 
Department in carrying out this 
plan, the purpose nf which is to 
provide fur the verv important needs 
of the Army for highly trained men,

On the Firing Lln«. 

When I reported on the Cassard 
•fter my fourteen days' leave. I waa 
detailed with a detachment nf the 
legion to kii to the Handera front, t 
changed Into the regular uulform of 
the legion, which la nliout like that of 
the Infantry, with the regimental 
badge— | erven-flamed grenade. 

We traveled from llrest hy rail. In 
third • lass rara. passing through I.n 
Havre and St Pol, and finally arriving 
at Itermie..

AGRICULTURAL CLUB 
BERS RAISING PIGS 

<»i f the most important re- 
quirements of successful ho|f rais- 
ing is sanitation or cleanliness. A 
hog kept in filthy, uncleanly quart- 
ers cannot remain in the best of 
health nor gain in weight very 
rapidly anil at a low cost. 

Do not attempt to keep your pig 
in a small pen or lot, as it is almost 
impossible to keep such a place 
clean. The ordinary hog wallow, 
winch is simply a hole in the 
ground, can and should be avoided, 
if plenty uf good drinking water and 
shad.- kr< provided. In many case* 
contagion* diseases have been trans- 
mitted from a sick hi* to others in 
the hMd through the mud wallow. 

Manx hog hr lers. however, have 

found the BOnCreit wallow, which 
can be kept clean, very satisfactory. 

The li.ii; house should be of such 
a kind that it can lie kept clean 

easily. Sunx' | pie prefer a board 

floor in the house, but a dirt floor 
is very satisfactory, if properly 
cared for. It is especially impor- 
tant that a house having a dirt floor 
he h.caled mi a rather high place 
so that water will drain away from 
it. It is a gisKl plan to dig a shal- 
low ditch around the house to carry 
away water. The dirt from this 
ditch should be thrown into the 
house, spread out evenly, and packed 
down. The Uonr should then be 
oiled with crude petroleum. Re- 
peat the oiling as often as neces- 
sary to prevent dust in the house. 
At freipient intervals slacked lime 
should he scattered over the floor. 
Tins is a disinfectant and helps to 
keep down odor*. 

The house should be so built and 
located that sunlight can get into 
it. Sunlight kills germ* and aid* 
in sanitation. The house should be 
cleaned out Mid the walls white- 
washed inside or disinfected with 
some other material, every month 
or sit weeks. This will destroy 
germs and lice. 

Clean, fresh drinking water is 
another necessity. Arrangement* 
should be made that the pig cannot 
lie in the drinking water. If the 
Pig is watered in a 



tween the sack and post, which will 
soak into the sack and maintain the 
supply. A contrivance of this kind 
is much cheaper and just as ef- 
fective as a commercial hog oiler, 
which would cost from five to ten 
dollars. If you have only one hog, 
however, it will be cheaper to ap- 
ply the oil with a brush, since by 
the other method considerable would 
be wasted.

HOLES IN ROADS 
By Rodman Wiley, Commissioner, 
Department of Public Roads, 
Frankfort. Ky. 

A mad is the means of transpor- 
tation and upon the condition of 
the surface depends the cost of 
transporting materials. A great 
many people think that when a 
road is once built that it will stand 
for all tune and do efllcient work 
without any repairs but such is 
not the case. Railroads, rivers, 
harbors and canals are patrolled, 
and inasmuch as the highways are 
subjected to more severe traffic 
than either of the above it stands 
In reason that they should receive 
constant attention. Besides, if the 
road is n-.t MMOlfc, not only is the 
cost of hauling increa-sed but ve- 
hicles are caused to deteriorate 
most rapidly. 

Consider for example a large hole 
in a mad. Every one knows that 
when automobiles, wagons and bug- 
gies pass iiver holes that consider- 
able MtfMfC il done. Suppose that 
Hie damage to an automobile is only 
one cent and that there were one 
hundred automobiles over the road 
in a day. The damage lo the auto- 
mobiles alone from that one hole in 
one day is *l.0O. Suppose there are 
fifty such holes t,, u,,. mile of mad. 
Then the damage would be gflO.Ofl 
p*)( dav nr »l.r*'m par tr.onth. and for 
twelve MDIlthl in the year the dam 
age I,, the automobiles alone pass- 
ing over a mile of such road would 
ba MMM w hich is a sufficient sum 
• f iic.ney to build in its entirety a 
■tM of road and use an excellent 
trade of materials. It might not 
he necessary tn rebuild the road, 
and in (hut event it certainly 
should be maintained. 

It would MOM to me that it I* 
now high time that steps be taken 
t<* at least see thai all the holes in 
the roads are kept filled. One way 
would be to appoint, a patrolman on 
all the naiin roads in the county. 

I cannot believe that we will very 
much longer be willing to *ee each 
iliiv thousands of dollars worth of 
damage done t,, property.

Edward King, of Louisville, Killed 
When Car Skids near Middletown 

The Lexington Herald gave the 
following account of tho sad ac- 
cident, last Saturday tvfUfnoon, 

which reaulUnl in the death of Mr. 
King, of Louisville, and in serious 
injury to others who were with him 
in the car: 

Thomas King. years old, son 
of the late John .1. King, of the tlrm 
of Mason, King and liandriilge, con- 
tractors ,,f Frankfort, was instant- 
ly killed; Mi-* Catherine Tnhin. 
daughter of the late II. L. Tobin, of 
Frankfort, wna seriously injured 
ami Kdwnrd Kennell, of Louisville, 
lln -hard Stoll. Jr., son of J. Will 
Stoll. prominent banker of Lexing- 
ton, and wife sustained slight 
bruises in an automobile accident 
one mile north of Middletown. 

The party left Frankfort shortly 
before ROM m a car owned by Mr. 
King, with Mrs. Richard SMI driv- 
ing the machine. Just north of 
Middletown. the car entered a. 
stretch of road which recently had 
been oiled, and the macliiin . escap- 
ing from the control of Mrs. stoll. 
skidded oh* the road, plunged down 
an embankment and turned over 
three limes, throwing the occupants 
out, 

Mr. King fell heavily on Ihe baoK 
of his head and died a few minutes 
later of broken neck. The other 
occupants of the car were brought to 
n bs'al hospital, where it was found 
MM Tobin was suffering from a 
fractured skull and numerous cuts 
and bruises about the body. The 
res) of Ito pat ty escaped with slight 
Mute* and left the hOapHSl short- 
ly. 

Mr. King, who had been visiting 
Ins nether In Frankfort, had in- 
vited the members of the party to 

in nipany him to Louisville. Mr.
